SECTION  2.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Public  Health  Officers  The  Public  Health  Inspector  is  Mr.  William 
David  Morgans  who  holds  the  appointment  jointly  with  the  Hay  Urban 
and  Hay  Rural  District  Councils. 

Laboratory  Facilities  Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at 
Hereford  and  Carmarthen  and  all  water  samples  are  sent  to  these 
Laboratories.  Investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious 
disease  is  performed  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hereford. 

Nursing  and  Other  Facilities  The  Radnorshire  County  Council  is 
responsible  for  these  services.  The  County  Council  also  administer 
the  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics  where  treatment  is  available 
for  minor  ailments,  dental,  eye  and  orthopaedic  defects.  Immunisation 
against  diphtheria,  polio-myelitis  and  whooping-cough  is  also  carried 
out  at  these  clincs. 

Hospitals  The  hospital  needs  of  the  district  for  all  diseases, 

apart  from  infectious  diaeases,  are  provided  for  at  the  County  and 
General  Hospitals  at  Hereford.  A few  cases  are  also  admitted  to 
Brecon  and  Llandrindod.  Hereford  and  Merthyr  Tydfil  Isolation 
Hospitals  receive  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Mortuary  and  Post-Mortem  Facilities  The  Breconshire  V/ elf are  Committee 
have  loaned  a room  at  Cockcroft  House,  Hay-on-Wye,  for  this  purpose 
and  this  is  equipped  and  maintained  jointly  by  Painscastle  and  Hay 
Rural  and  Hay  Urban  District  Councils.  The  part-time  Mortuary 
Attendant  gave  up  his  duties  during  the  year  and  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a suitable  man. 

The  pathologist  from  Hereford  has  asked  that  all  post  mortem 
examinations  should  be  performed  at  Hereford.

Hay  and  Painscastle  Area  Water  Scheme 

Tenders  were  received  for  Contract  No.l  for  this  scheme  which 
included  Exploratory  Works  at  the  various  sites  of  the  proposed  Pumping 
Stations  and  Reservoirs  and  along  the  routes  of  the  water  mains ; the 
work  was  carried  out  and  reports  submitted  to  the  Council  and  the 
Consulting  Engineers. 

The  plan  showing  farm  supplies  at  Llanbwchllyn  Lake  was  also  submitted 
and  the  positions  of  drinking  troughs  etc.  agreed  with  the  farmers 
concerned. 

The  Radnorshire  County  Council  have  granted  planning  permission  for 
the  reservoirs,  pumping  stations  and  treatment  plants  in  the  Painscastle 
Rural  District. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government  gave  approval  to  the 
invitation  of  tenders  for  the  whole  of  the  scheme  and  the  Consulting 
Engineers  proceeded  to  obtain  tenders  for  the  Treatment  Works  at  Llyswen 
and  Llandilo-Graban  and  for  laying  the  mains  and  construction  of 
reservoirs  and  pumping  stations. 

Water  Supplies  in  the  District 

The  Council  own  five  water  supplies  serving  the  villages  of  their 
district  and  details  of  each  parish  are  given  below: - 

Boughr  o od  P ar  i sh 

Water  f or  this  village  comes  from  springs  situated  in  the  parish  of 
Llyswen  and  supplied  by  Hay  Rural  District  Council.  Water  being  fed 
by  gravitation  across  Boughrood  Bridge  over  the  River  Wye. 

There  was  sufficient  water  for  the  consumers  during  the  year  although 
the  yield  from  the  spring  sources  fell  during  the  dry  summer  months. 

The  farms  and  cottages  situated  away  from  the  village  are  served  by 
small  private  piped  supplies  and  springs  and  these  were  also  affected 
during  the  dry  weather. 

2 samples  were  taken  from  the  main  supply  and  these  were  satisfactory.

Bryngwyn  Parish 

The  Council  own  the  supply  serving  the  hamlet  of  Rhosgoch.  Water  is 
collected  from  shallow  springs  to  a small  reservoir  and  is  fed  to  the 
properties  by  gravitation.  There  was  an  adequate  supply  during  the  year. 

The  other  farms  and  cottages  in  the  parish  have  private  piped  supplies 
or  springs  and  these  are  generally  insufficient  in  times  of  drought. 

A aamplQ  of  water  was  taken  from  the  main  supply  and  this  was  satisfactory

Clyro  Parish 

The  Council  own  the  supply  serving  the  village  of  Clyro.  Water  being 
collected  from  springs  to  a small  reservoir  where  it  is  chlorinated  by 
the  drip-feed  method  and  then  by  gravitation  to  the  village. 

The  yield  from  the  springs  was  much  reduced  during  the  summer  and 
autumn  and  an  overflow  from  a nearby  private  source  was  connected  into 
the  reservoir : turning  off  at  nightime  was  also  necessary  for  a short  time. 
One  additional  property  was  connected  to  the  main  during  the  year. 

The  forms  and  cottages  situated  away  from  the  village  have  their  own 
smaLl  private  piped  supplies  or  springs  end  these  are  generally 
insufficient  in  times  of  drought. 

6 samples  were  t~ken  from  the  Council  mains  during  the  year;  2 being 
satisfactory  and  4 unsatisfactory. 

7 samples  from  private  sources  were  also  taken;  6 being  satisfactory 
and  one  unsatisfactory.

G1  as bury  Parish 

The  Council  own  the  supply  serving  the  village  of  Glasbury.  Water 
being  obtained  from  springs  at  Cwmbach  to  a small  reservoir  where  it 
is  chlorinated  by  the  drip-feed  method  and  then  by  gravitation  to  the 
consumers. 

During  the  dry  summer  and  autumn  the  yield  from  the  springs  fell  to 
a low  level  and  the  supply  was  augmented  by  the  Glasbury (Brecon shire) 
supply  owned  by  Hay  Rural  District  Council ; water  being  obtained  from 
Velindre  reservoir  and  fed  by  gravitation  across  glasbury  Bridge  over 
the  River  Wye. 

Additional  lengths  of  and  1”  polythene  tube  were  laid  from  the 
catch  pits  to  improve  the  quantity  of  water  available  at  the  reservoir. 


The  Council  also  obtain  water  from  Radnorshire  County  Council 
(Smallholdings  Department)  and  this  is  piped  to  a number  of  houses  at 
Ciltwrch  end  Ffynnon-Gynydd  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  the  parish. 
Bailure  of  this  supply  occurred  on  several  occasions  during  the  year  due 
to  failure  of  the  pumping  plant  at  the  borehole  source  at  Skynlaia  Farm 
owned  by  Radnorshire  County  Council.  Water  was  then  transported  in  cans 
to  the  residents  each  day. 

3 samples  from  the  main  supply  were  taken,  one  being  satisfactory  and 
2 unsatisfactory.

Llandewi-fach  Parish 

There  is  no  public  water  supply  in  this  parish;  the  farms  obtaining 
water  from  their  own  small  private  piped  supplies  or  springs. 

4 samples  were  taken  from  private  sources, and  these  were  unsatisf &cttiry«o 
the  owners  being  advised  on  methods  of  improving  the  quality  of  water 
for  new  piped  sources.

Llanbedr-Painscastle  Parish 

There . is  no  public  water  supply  in  this  parish,  there  is  however  a 
small  private  supply  serving  the  village  of  Painscastle  which  comprises

own  small  piped  supplies < or  springs  and  these  are  generally  inadequate 
in  drought  periods. 

No  samples  were  taken  in  this  parish  during  the  year.

There  is  no  public  water  supply  in  this  parish  but  some  13  houses 
are  served  from  a private  supply.  The  other  properties  have  their  own 
small  piped  supplies  or  springs.

The  other  dwellings  are  served  by  their  own 
private  piped  supplies  or  springs  and  the  parish  is  affected  by  a water 
shortage  in  times  of  drought. 

.4  samples  were  taken  from,  private  sources;  3 being  satisfactory  and 
one  unsatisfactory.

The  Council  own  the  supply  serving  the  village  of  Llowes.  Water  being 


obtained  from  springs  to  a small  reservoir  where  it  is  filtered  and 
chlorinated  by  the  drip-feed  method  and  then  by  gravitation  to  the  village 
The  yield  dropped  to  a low  level  during  the  dry  summer  and  autumn 
and  turning  off  at  nightime  was  necessary  on  a number  of  occasions. 

4 samples  from  the  main  supply  were  taken;  3 being  satisfactory  and 
one  unsatisfactory.  ‘

Drainage  and  Sewerage

completed  in  1963  has  been  working  satisfactorily  and  further  properties 
have  been  connected  to  the  sewers,  some  of  these  qualified  for  a 50% 
contribution  towards  the  cost  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 1936. 

Llowes  Village 

fhi T village  will  be  the  next  one  to  be  provided  with  a sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  scheme  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government 
have  already  given  approval  following  slight  modifications  requested  by 
their  Engineering  Inspector. 

Clyro  Village 

Investigations  into  the  proposed  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme 
for  this  village  will  be  undertaken  following  after  the  Llowes  scheme. 

General 

There  are  5 small  septic  tank  units  and  2 cesspools  constructed  by 
the  Council  serving  their  housing  estates. 

A sewage  works  maintenance  team  is  employed  by  the  Council,  jointly 
with  Hay  Rural  and  Hay  Urban  District  Councils,  and  comprises  two 
workmen  with  a small  van.  Regular  inspections  and  maintenance  is  carried 
out  to  all  sewage  works  and  septic  tank  units.  The  emptying  of  the 
tanks  and  cesspools  is  undertaken  by  a local  contractor  using  a proper 
vehicle  for  that  purpose.

Public  Cleansing 

The  refuse  collection  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Council’s 
workmen  and  lorry  jointly  with  Hay  Rural  and  Hay  Urban  District  Councils 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector}  the  refuse  being 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Clyro  tip. 

Refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  in  the  parishes  of  Clyro,  Llowes,  Glasbury, 
Boughrood  and  Llanstephan,  and  monthly  in  the  the  parishes  of  Bryngwyn, 
Llandilo-Graban  and  Llanbedr-Painscastle.
